ticket next fall. 
“Now is tile o p p o rtu n e time for the

the first finger and thumb separate.! 
The fabric is waterproof, and in ad­ 
dition the gloves are Insulated for 
gripping Centrically charged wfres. 
The same material is applied to tho 
m anufacture of sleeping bags, which, 
xvhen opened, may be thrown over a 
bullied wire entanglem ent to allow a t 
soldier to climb oxer the sharp points I 
w ithout injury. 
When made up into 
vests or tunics, the fabric Is strong 
enough to turn shrapnel splinters or 
even a bullet when it hns lost part of 
its momentum. 
The interlining is a n ­ 
tisepticized, so that if a bullet goes 
through It It take-* into the wound 
enough antiseptic wool to prevent poi­ 
soning. 
Tile materials used iii the 
m anufacture of this remarkable fabric 
have been sedulously kept secret thus 
far. — Popular Science Monthly.
